MERIDIAN - A Paul contractor is in 
liic midst of a sticky situation on a heavi- 
ly traveled Idaho interstate. 

Klocpfer Inc’s ^vork was suspended on 
a $1 million projert to seal coat 16 miles 
of Interstate 84 and interchanges from 
Meridian to Caldwell after new asphalt 
failed to harden, turning the freeway 
into a gooey mess. 

"It’s probably not a contractor prob- 
lem," said Loren Thomas, a District 3 
engineer for the Idaho Transportation 
Department. "It could be a materials 
problem." 

Kloepfer crews are working to clean 
up ilie streidi of interstate. 

Representatives of the construction 
company were unavailable for comment 
Weihiesday. 

Traffic - which averages about 20,000 
vehicles a day on 1-84 westbound - 
backed up for four miles and at times 
stopped Tuesday as cars kicked up tar 
and gravcL 

A high-performance type of plasddzcd 
asphalt being tried in'Idalio for the first 
time was supposed to harden quickly 
after it was laid Monday night on right 
miles of the right-hand westbound lime.

soaping it up Tuesday afternoon.

Dynamite 
scare flares, 
soon defused -

JEROME - The exdtcmcnt flared up 
around Mary Johnson's home west of 
JeromOj Wednesday as an Air Force 
bomb squad moved in after what was 
thought to be a bundle of old dynamite 
sitting in a small shop behind the house. 

But when tlic truth came out, lauglitcr 
exploded from Johnson and emergency 
personnel gathered in licr driveway. 

The “dynamite” turned out to be a 
half dozen old road flares. 

The flares had been wrapped and 
stored in a manner that fooled even the 
experts. 

"(A bomb squad member) thought it 
was dynamite riglit up until he took tlic 
wrapper off," Jerome County Sheriffs 
Department Detective Jeff Haskell said. 

Johuson said she never expected most 
of Jerome's rural fire department - 
much less a bomb squad from Mountain 
Home Air Force Base - to show up at her 
doorstep when she called die sheriff's 
department Wednesday for help getting 
rid of some old dynamite. 

“All I did tvas make one innocent little 
phone call,” she said. 

Deputies, a rural fire crew and ar 
ambulance were soon on the scene, .she 
said. 

Jerome Rural Fire Chief Joe 
Robbinettc said one look at the bundle 
of sticks was enough to convince him to 
call the Air Force. 

“It was swelling ond weeping,” he 
said. 

In other words, the bundle looked just 
like dynamite - about 60 to G5 yciu^ old' 
- starting to leak an explosive nitrogen 
compound, Robbinettc said. 

His crew backed out, taped off the 
area and waited for the bomb squad. 

Johnson said her husband, Cassius 
Johnson, mined for gold as a young man 
in California with his fothcr, and dyna- 
mite was often used at Uic family mine. 

Ca.ssius Johnson died eight years ago, 
but Mary Johnson said it wasn’t until 
two wccle; ago tliat she decided to hire a 
man to dear some old tilings out of her 
husband's shop. 

llie hired man quickly found the bun- 
dle, and promised to call the sheriffs 
depanment about it. 

Johnson said she assumed it was dyna- 
mite loft over from her husband’s mining 
days, that had somehow ended up with 
Please see DYNAMITE.

Danny dumps more rain on Southeast; storms hie Midwest 


Rain fell across the eastern third of the country 
Wednesday, as the remnants of Hurricane Danny 
brought floods and evacuations to North Carolina 
and Georgia. 

Showers were reported from Alabama to New 
Jersey, while the Plains were hot. 

Some areas of North Carolina reported up to 10 
inches of rain. Another arca.of showers stretched 
from Ohio to Wisconsin, and flash flooding was a con- 
cern. 

Flooding was being blamed on two weather-related 
traffic deaths, one each iii North Carolina and 
Georgia. 

A washed out lailroad bridge caused a train loco- 
motive to plunge into a Charlotte, N.C., creek and 
fioodwaters caused the evacuations of about 2,000 


people in North Carolina. 

Over the Gulf Coast states, scattered showers and 
thunderstorms stretched from Alabama to eastern 
Texas. 

In Iowa and Missouri, rain and thunderstorms as 
well as golf-ball size hail were reported. A tornado 
warning was in effect for several counties in north- 
westcni Missouri in the early morning, but no con- 
firmed tornado was reported. 

Much of the Plains from northern Texas to the 
Dakotas enjoyed a nice but hot afternoon. Farther 
west light to moderate showers dampened areas from 
Wyoming to California. Showers also fell in New

“What wo’ve seen so far is very

Tlie GOP tax bill colls for a net 
tax cut of $89 billion over 5

The budget-cutting measure 
would trim about $130 billion in 
projeaed spending over the next 
five years, mostly from Medicare 
and Medicaid. It is the central 
piece of the effort to balance die 
budget by 2002. 

“There’s not much time 
•bctivecn now and Aug. 1,” when 
congressional leaders hope to 
complete the legislation and 
commence lawmakers’ summer 
recess, said Wliite House budget 
director Franklin Raines. “We 
have a lot to do ... and we don’t 
have much time to get it done.” 


’Hie GOP tax plan follows the 
outlines of tax bills passed by 
both chambers, providing a $500- 
per-child tax credit, about $35 
billion in tax incendves for high- 
er education and a cut in capital- 
gains taxes. 

“This is the first major effort 
since World War II to really shift 
power, money and influence in 
this city back to whore people 
live and that i.s precisely what 
they want.” said Rep. John 
Kasich, R-Ohio, the House 
Budget Committee chairman. 

Republicans didn't resolve a 
proposed 20-ccnt-pcr-pack 
increase in cigarette taxes, 
oldtougli there is o vague “agree- 
ment in principle" by House 
members to add a tobacco tax 
increase if needed to pay for ilic 
tax cuts. 

Clinton said using the tobacco 
tax' to finance expanded health 
insurance for children “is the 
right thing to do” and added, “I 
regret that some now believe 
that they (Republicans) should 
back away from it. It would be a 
mistake. I intend to fight for that 
money in the budget and fight 
for our children.” 

The bill includes two items 
fiercely opposed by the White 
House: an “indexing” plan that 
would exempt from tax the po^ 
tion of capital gains caused by 
inflation and refusal to provide 
lowcr-incomc working families 
with the S500-a-child credit if 
their income tax liability has 
been wiped out by other crcdit.s. 

Daschle called the GOP child 
tax credit “veto bait." 

“Tliere is absolutely no way ...

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Senate hearings turn to GOP funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
months of critidsm over their own 
fund raising. Democrats made 
their case at Senate hearings that 
the Republican Party and its for- 
mer chairman, Haley Barbour, 
used foreign money from a Hong 
Kong businessman to help the 
GOP’s election chances. 

Over the objections of the 
Justice Department, the Senate 
Governmental Affairs Committee 
also voted Wednesday to give 
immunity from prosecution to 
four Buddhist nuns in exchange 
for their testimony about a tem- 
ple fund-raiser attended by Vice 
President A1 Gore last year. 

As a third week of hearings 
opened, the focus shifted from 
Democratic abuses to the rela- 
tionship Hong Kong businessman 
Ambrous Young had with the 
Republican Party and to tlie cred- 
ibility of Barbour. 

The former GOP chairman is 
expected to be the hearings’ first 
liigh-profUc witness later in the 
week. 

As for the immunity vote, the 
panel’s action ^vill cxiablc Senate 
Republicans to get the testimony 
of four Buddhist nuns about a 
scliemc they say fund-raiser John 
Huang orchestrated to conceal a 
S60,000 donation by the temple 
to the Democratic Party. 

The panel also granted immu- 
nity from prosecution to an asso- 
ciate of Yah Lin “Charlie” Trie, 
another fund-raiser. 

Secretary of State Madeline 
Albright disclosed Wednesday 
she has intervened witli China to 
help congressional investigators 
locate Trie, a former Arkansas 
restaurateur who is believed to 
have been in China since the con- 
troversy erupted. 

“We informed the Chinese gov- 
ernment that this is a high priori- 
ty in whicli Secretary Albright is 
personally interested,” the State 
Department wrote Rep. Gerald 
Solomon, R-N.Y. 

Young's attorney, Benton 
Bcckcr, told senators his client 
used money from his Hong Kong 
business in 1991 to make an 
improper $100,000 donation to

The loan went to the National 
Policy Fonmi, a nonprofit organi- 
zation created by Barbour, and 
most of the proceeds were imme- 
diately transferred to the Repulv 
lican Party on the eve of the 
GOP’s historic 1994 election 
takeover of Congres-s. 

Barlwur oversaw both the poli- 
cy forum and the Republican 
National Committee at the time, 
and Dcmocrat.s arc .seeking to 
show that he misu.sed the non- 
profit group — which legally 
could accept foreign money — to 
assist the GOP, which was forbid- 
den from taking overseas money. 

Barbour has said he did not 
know the foreign source of the 
money and has insisted it had 
nothing to do with the elections.

In skin wars, anti-nudists 
lose key ally in Florida

WASHINGTON — Just as the 
anti-nudity folks neared victory 
in the bitter Canaveral Skin War 
of 1997, the Notional Park Ser- 
vice has stripped them of some- 
one they considered a key ally. 

I||udist groups had long targeted 
W^dell Simpson, supcMtcndcnt 
of the Canaveral National Sea- 
shore, accusing him of agitating 
with Brevard (bounty, Fla., resi- 
dents to arrest nudist.-: and to end 
a designated “clothing-optional” 
area on a stretch of beadi. 

Now, with the Senate appar- . 
endy ready to join the House in 
blocking any designated nude 
bathing areas, the Park Service 
has transferred Simpson to a 
post along the Natchez Trace 
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the loan to the policy fonim as key 
to the Republicans’ campaign 
effort. 

“Anything we can assist for 
winning the control of die Senate, 
the House and the White House 
will be a pleasure and honor for 
us,” Young wrote Barlwur in a let- 
ter discussing the loan just days 
before it was completed. 

Young wrote in that letter that 
he was willing to “consider the 
support of $2.1 million” because 
Barbour had “expressed to me 
that is currently needed and 
directly related to the November 
election.” 

Another document showed 
Republican fund-raiser, Fred 
Volcansek, wrote Barbour: "We 
would like to propose a loan from 
Ambrous Young’s family to the 
NPF that would allow us to free 
up cite money ... and make it 
available for the elections.” 

Eventually, Barbour asked 
Young to absorb the remainder 
of.thc loan he had guaranteed. 
Becker ie.stificd. 

“Wliy does somebody who lives 
in Hong Kong, Is not an American 
citizen, not doing mucli basines,s in 
the United States, choose to put 
over $2 million on the line?” a.sked 
Sen. Joseph Liebcrman, I>Conn. 

Young “still has an affection for 
the Republican Party” and he felt 


it “enabled iiim to walk among 
people that he would not other- 
wise be .able lo,” Becker aaswered. 

He said liLs diem a-:od a Cliincse 
expression to evoke that senti- 
ment: “It put powder on my face." 

Democrats also iniroducc-d a 
deposition from Young suggest- 
ing he told Barbour in 1994 anti 
again in 1995 that the money for 
the loan guarantee came from his 
Hong Kong company. 

Young testified in his deposition 
that he told Ikirbour he had to pre- 
sent the loan plan to his “Hong 
Kong board of directors for fur- 
ther consideration."

Clinton proposes new vaccine goals 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Clinton said Wednesday 
many of his childhood immu- 
nization goals have been 
achieved, but he wants to take 
another step to increase vaccine 
rates. 

That would be lo tic federal 
money to state reforms. 

In a Wliitc House East Room 
ceremony, the president praised 
state health directors, pediatri- 
cians, governors and lawmakers 
for what he calls a dramatic 
increase in the immunization 
rates of 2-ycar-olds. 

"America is in your debt, and 
wc thank you,” the president 
said. 

Promising to protect more 
children from deadly diseases, 
Clinton also announced new 
administration initiatives than 

• Require states to fashion 
plans ensuring that immuniza- 
tions are given to children in 
day-care centers that receive 
federal money and to children 
who receive federal subsidies. 
An administration official who 
outlined the plan, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said 
this would cover nearly all day- 


care centers. 

• Study tlic feasibility of state 
and local computer registries 
that would track immunizations 
given to specific children. 
Communities that already run 
similar systems say they keep 
track of ciiildrcn who go m dif- 
ferent doctors and clinics for 
their vaccines. 

Both proposals arc modest. 
Most, if not all, states already 
require immunizations in day 
care, but the official said those 
regulations don't apply to legal, 
unlicensed centers — mostly 
small in-home operations. 

In 1993, Clinton set a goal of 
immunizing at least 90 percent of 
2-ycar-olds with four vaccines: 
diphtheria and tetanus, polio, 
measles and Haemophilus 
influenza B. The Centers for 
Disease Control, in a report pre- 
viewed by Clinton today, said 
those goals had been met. 

The percentage of 2-ycar-olds 
getting the diphtheria and 
tetanus vaccine increased from 
83 percent in 1992 to 9S percent 
in 1996, the official said. Polio 
immunization rates arc up from 
72 percent to 91 percent; 


measles 91 percent from 83 per- 
' cent. Immunizations for a' form 
of meningitis called Haemo- 
philus B rose from 28 percent to 
92 percent, largely because it 
was a new vaccine. 

The goal of having 70 percent 
of the i^drcn taking Hepatitis B 
vaednes was exceeded. The rate 
was 82 percent in 1996. 

Still, Clinton was pointing 
out that progress is needed 
beyond those vaccines. Though 
his goal is to have 90 percent of 
2-ycar-olds fully immunized by 
2000, the rate is still just 78 
percent. 

And he soys disease reduc- 
tion goals have not been met. 
In 1996, there were still four 
cases of diphtheria, 443 cases 
of measles, 165 cases of the 
severe flu and 196 cases of 
rubella. 

Aides said Clinton would sin- 
gle our for praise Sen. Dale 
Bumpers, D-Ark., and his wife, 
Betty, champions of childhood 
immunizations who put the 
issue on the agenda of Presi- 
dent Carter in the 1970s and 
persuaded Clinton to take 
action in 1993.

Clinton’s dmg sentencing guidelines attacked 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Clinton's proposal to reduce 
sizable differences in prison sen- 
tences for selling crack and pow- 
dered cocaine came under bipar- 
tisan attack on Capitol Hill. 

A Republican member of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, 
where Clinton drug-poti^ adviser 
Barry McCaffrey testified Wed- 
nesday, told the retired general 
Uic proposal “sends the wrong sig 
nal" to would-be drug dealers. 

Across the Capitol, in the 
House, the chairwoman of the 
Congressional Black Caucus said 
the plan announced Tuesday “is 
not addressing reality” because it 
continues to treat the two drugs 
differently. 

Attorney General Janet Reno 
and McCaffrey proposed reduc- 
ing the sentencing disparity for 
die two forms of cocaine to a 10-1 
ratio. 

The plan would impose manda- 
tory five-year penalties for selling 
25 grams of crack or 10 limes as 
much powdered cocaine, 250 
grams. Cumnt law requires five- 
year sentences for the sale of 5 
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grams of crack or 500 grams of 
cocaine, a 100-1 ratio. 

Members of Congress from both 
panics tore into the proposal. 

Sen. Spencer Abraham, R-Mich., 
the only senator to question Mc- 
Caffrey on the topic, noted recent 
reports of increased drug use 
among American youth. Speaking 
of softer sentences for possession 
of crack cocaine, Abraham lold 
McCaffrey: “I think it sends the 
wrong signal to ^ung people.” 

He also said a new sentencing 
policy could reverse declines in 
violent crime that have been 
attributed to a Icveling-off of the 
crack epidemic 
McCaffrey said the current sys- 
tem has an “injustice built into 
it” and that removing the focus 
from low-level drug dealers could 
free resources and allow offidals 
to go after major traffickers. 


“\Vc think we’ve offered some- 
thing that will make a lot more 
scn.se,” McCaffrey said. 

Others disagreed. Rep. Maxine 
Waters, D-Calif., chairwoman of 
the Congressional Black Caucus, 
said the proposed change to a 10- 
10-1 ratio remains unfair. She said 
the caucus still wants a 1-to-l ratio. 

Critics say the sentence struc- 
ture is unfair to those who handle 
crack, which they say is cheaper 
but no worse than powder and is 
more likely to be used by mem- 
bers of racial minorities. Others 
say crack is more addictive 
bemuse of its concentrated form 
than powder cocaine and is more 
likely to be associated with street 
violence. 

“Any sentencing scheme that 
treats crack use and trafficking 
more harshly than powder use 
and trafficking is not addressing 


reality,” she said “If we eliminate 
the sentencing disparities, tyc 
eliminate the reality of selective 
prosecution andradal injustice.”; 

McCaffrey went before the judi- 
ciary committee, which oversees 
the Office of National Drug Con- 
trol Policy, for a hearing on th<> 
agency's future.

Grizzly bears don’t need 
a place too close to humans 


Gov. Phil Bait and other Idaho politi- 
cal leaders are right to oppose grizzly 
bear rcintroduction in central Idaho. A 
retired wilderness expert provided 
them with further justification this 
week. 

Ed Bloedel, a 34-year Forest Service 
veteran wlio once worked in the Scl- 
way-Bitterroot Wilderness Area, says a 
plan to put the big bruins there is a 
blueprint for trouble. “Not fair to griz- 
zly bears or to us“ tvcrc his words. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
proposes to put an “experimental” 
population of grislies in the Sellway* 
Bitterroot. But Bloedel warns that the 
area is short on habitat and long on 
humans. He predets the bears will be 
attracted to populated areas. 

When that happens, count ori‘ con- 
'frontations. If bears threaten live- 
stock, randiers may respond wth lead. 
If bears meet hikers, hikers may die. 

Tlie crusade by wildlife advocates to 
spread large carnivores throughout 
the American West attracts broad sup- 
.port from urbanites who have never 
felt ilie adrenaline rush of being on a 
predator’s menu. As Batt noted in a 
commentary on this page on Sunday, 
“Those are not cuddly creatures.” 

A week ago, a cougar killed an 11- 


year-old boy on a popular hiking trail 
in Colorado’s Roclq^ Mountain Nation- 
al Park. Just a few days before that, a 
cougar attacked a 4-ycar-old French 
boy at another Colorado national 
park. 

Cougars, wolves and grizzlies, for all ‘ 
Uteir liberal cachet, don’t make pleas- 
ant neighbors. Preserving these mag- 
nificent spedes is imponant, but plac- 
ing them whore they'll rub Shoulders 
with humans and livestock is fool- 
liardy. 

Or maybe it isn’t. A cynic might sug- 
gest that grizzly reincroduction is part 
of a long-range preservationist strate- 
® of convening the Western outback 
into a scries of littlc-used ecological 
preserves. 

Even if that’s not the inumt, it’s like- 
ly to be the outcome. The threat of 
grizzly attacks will discourage many 
rccreanonists from venturing into the 
back country. Ask yourself: If you 
know that grizzlies are prowling the 
wilderness north of Kcichum and Mc- 
Call, will you take your family back- 
paddng there? 

Probably not. So the wilderness will 
belong to the bears, not to the public. 

A cynic might say that’s exactly what 
tlie preservationists want.

I wish I could say I was

are many parents who know how 
to set limits for their children and 
' how to establish a clear, bright 
line between behavior that is 
r right and behavior that is wrong. , 
I But thecuriient generation ofpar- 
; ents seem almost bewildered 
! about some of the most basic 
i principles of child rearing. When 
I did parents become more con- 
i cemed about their children’s 
1 happiness and self-esteem than 
t about their sense of morality and 
i basic decency? And why has this 
i happened? 

h^y of today’s parents aren’t 
1 comfortable with their position of 
' -authority-arelativelyrecent 
phenomenon. Sometimes their 
discomfort amounts to a kind of 
discipline paralysis. 

Fve talked to many parents 
who are so influenced by psycho- 
logical theories about child rear- 
ing that they disregard common 
'sense. Some ore critical of the 
way they were raised, and are 
scajxdung for another model 
Then there’s the New-Age view; 
Children come into the world 
uncorrupted, and therefore ore 
best raised using principles of 
.noninterference. From this view-

point, “no” is a dirty word, chil- 
dren should be given choices and 
explanations; punishment and 
adverse situations should be 
avoided os much as possible 
because they might harm the 
child's fragile self-esteem. There 
is on unspoken assumption that a 
child who fab good will never 
need to behave badly. 

Family life has changed dra- 
matically in America dur- 
ing this century. In earlier 
years, families were larger 
and the good of the group 
prevailed. Children were 
less doted upon, less 
observed, less sdtcduled 
and less pressured. Kids 
tended to interact with 
siblings and ncighboriiood 
kids, not with adults. • 

Religion is not the same 
mor^ force it once was in 
the lives of many 
Americans; surveys have 
shown few young people 
can name till Ten 
Commandments. And with tlic 
mobility in our society, children 
ore less likely to be exposed to 
relatives and longtime family 
friends who once served as role 
models and disciplinarians. 

Children arc also less exposed 
to their parents, many of whom 
are worldng longer hours, travel- 
ing more and worrying they’re 
missing out on their kids’ lives. 
When my first child was bom 
almost 20 years ago, I remember 
being told that children of work- 
ing parents would do fine as long 
as the parents were well-orga- 
nized and managed their sched- 
ules to ensure "quality time” 
with their children. 

In real li(c, cliildrcn ■> particu- 
larly teenagers - don’t talk to par- 
ents on demand. Children like to 


have their parents in the back- 
ground at home and in the 
before they come forward with 
their thou^ts, reactions and feel- • 
ings. It’s harder for stressed-out 
parents to provide this kind of 
relaxed atmosphere, especially 
since it’s a law of life that we 
become more self-centered when 
we are overburdened. 

Tired, guilty parents make bad 
disciplinarians, and a lot of them 
arc being seen in therapists’ ofGces. 
One motiicr triio arrived home 
after a week-long business trip to 
find her son had failed to change 
. die cat litter while she was gone. 


• She did the job herself, rather 

than reqairing him to live up to 
his obligation. “I didn’t have the 
heart to make an issue of it,” she 
said. 

If parents find it difficult to 
enforce mundane limits, they’ll 
be lost when it comes to dealing 
tvilh big issues. It takes a confi- 
dent, purposeful parent to say to 
a pleading 14-year-old daugliter, 
“No, you aren’t going to the festi- 
val” and remain resolute. Saying 
“no" mi^t cause some tension, 

, but it won't permanently damage 
the bond a parent has with a 
diiid. 

It is ironic tliat parents some- 
times pit disdpUne against love. 
In reality, they arc two sides of 
the same coin. “There is security 
in limits” is a mantra therapists 


and teachers hear over and over 
in their training. Parents who 
subscribe to this notion tell their 
cliildrcn that they love them too 
much to let them behave terribly; 
smart ones also have too much 
self-regard to put up with their 
kids’ non.scnse. 

Discipline doesn’t destroy self- 
esteem. Discipline builds sdf- 
esteem. Most kids crave limits, if 
they are administen^d fairly and 
clearly. One 13-year-old girl, 
brouglit to my office by her par- 
ents because she was having trou- 
ble in school, cold me one of her 
girlfriend’s parents “don’t seem 
to care cnougli about the 
problems she is having to 
bring her to a shrink.” She 
was letting me know she 
was glad her parents had 
intervened. » 

Actually, some tension 
between parents and chil- 
dren is not ju.st normal but 
desirable. It assists chiI-..„. 
dren in achieving the 
independence necessary 
to master certain stages of 
development. Teenugera 
need to determine both 
how they are like tlicir 
parents and how they are differ-, 
ent - so they can form a coherent, 
unique sense of self. 

Parents need to understand 
they can kill their kids with kind- 
ness if they shield them from 
adversity and frustration. I have 
counseled many cliildrcn who 
have problems making and keep- 
ing friends. I have found one com- 
mon theme: Tlieir parents often 
intervened in their figius and tiffs 
tvitii other cliildrcn, ratlicr than 
letting the children svork things 
out. Children need to learn the 
laws of the jun^e firsUiand so 
tlicy can bmld n sense of compe- 
tence to face the inevitable slings, 
arrows and adversities. 

I find it cspcdally troubling 
when parents respond to their 
diild's misbehavior by blaming 


others. I once observed a number 
of familias from behind a one- 
way mirror. They were in therapy 
becau.se cadi had a diild wlio 
had landed in juvenile court. Tlie 
parents invariably had one trait 
in common: They never held 
their diild responsible for wrong- 
doing, and it was always some- 
body else’s fault - a pal, a 
ccadier, the police. I remember 
one teenager whose .sdiool put 
him on academic probation 
because he was frequently 
absent. 

His parents’ response was to 
blame the school for enfordng its 
rules. 

I remember one teenager who 
stole thousands of dollars’ worth 
of merchandise from the store 
where he worked. His father 
refu.scd to report him to the 
police for fear of legal repercus- 
sions, or even insist his son make 
restitution. He .seemed more 
worried about how it would look . 
if his son’s behavior became 
public than about the conse- 
quence of not forcing his son to 
face the enormity of what he 
had done. 

Discipline, to lie imparted 
effectively, needs to begin at an 
early age. Rescardi in diild 
development tells us there are 
windows of opportunity for learn- 
ing everything from language 
and motor skills to learning 
increasingly complex feelings, ' 
from simple distress and content- 
ment to more complex emotions 
like joy and pride and shame. 

The window for feelings of empa- 
thy - and the related formation of 
conscience - begins somewhere 
in the second year and fades dur- 
ing the 11th year. Once a diild is 
dose to adolescence, the con- 
sdcncu is formed. After that, it is 
too late.

Alleged murder 
planner to be 
tried as adult 


liVANSTON, Wyo. (AP) — A 
Utah teen-ager accused of order- 
ing the murder uf another Utah 
woman has been extradited to 
Wyoming and diarged as an adult 
in the incident. 

Amanda Huggard. 17, was 
diarged Monday with conspiracy 
to commit first-degree murder 
and aiding and abetting first- 
degree murder in the death of 
Deborah Lee Lindsay, 18, of 
Kamn.s, Utah. 

Lindsay’s body was found in 
late June in an area about 20 
miles northwest of Evaniston. 

Prosecutors allege Lindsay was 
.strangled about one week earlier 
and her body was dumped in a 
ravine near the Woodruff 
Narrows Re.servoir. 

The two men charged in the 
deatlt, Dutdi Martin Wilkens and 
William David Ricks, arc accused 
of returning to the ravine a few 
days after Lindsay’s death .and 
pouring battery acid on her body 
to concetti her identify. 

Prosccucars maintain Lindsay 
told her father nine days before 
her dcatl) Huggard had offered to 
pay someone to kill her. 

During her appearance in 
Uinta .County Court on Monday, 
Huggard was ordered held on a 
$100,000 bond and her prelimi- 
nary hearing was scheduled for 
July 31. If convicted, Huggard 
■ tvould'i^irsrmuximum'pcnally'of’'’ 
death or life in pri.son. 

Wilkens and Ricks have 
already been charged with con- 
spiracy to commit murder and 
first-degree murder. Wilkens and 
Ricks arc both being held on 
5100,000 bond in the Uinta 
County Jail. They also face a max- 
imum sentence of death or life in

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"We are moving along much 
faster than we thought we 
would," said park biologist 
Douglas Smith, "'nicre have been 
setbacks, but they haven’t really 
held back the program." 

Since 31 wolve.s iverc released 
in the park in the winter months 
of 1995 and 199G, 23 arc knotvn to 
have died. ’Ihe most recent dead) 
occurred last week, when a 
female apparently impaled her- 
self on a branch while chasing 
prey. 

But the deaths have had little 
impact on population growdt and 
biologists now count nine wolf 
packs in and around Ycllow.stone. 

Seven of the packs have pro- 
duced pup.s this year and biolo- 
gists beiieve females in the two 
otiier pack-s may be ready to give 
birth. 

Once the goal of 100 wolves in 
10 packs i.s reached, the numbers 
must remain constant for three 
years before wolves can be 
removed from die endangered 
species list, 

Biologists had not e.xpcctcd to 
reach the goal before 1999, but 
ninv .say there is a good chance it 
could be reached ne.\t year.

As pressure of Maris record mounts, slumping Junior becomes defensive

CLEVELAND (AP) - Once 
chasing Roger Maris, Ken 
Griffey Jr. is now chasing curve- 
bails in the din. 

He’s stuck on home run No. 30. 

. He hasn’t homcred in 12 games 
and is mouthing off at the Seattle 
from office for making him play 
an exhibition game. 

What’s the deal with Junior? 

Griffey was ahead of Maris’ 
record 61-homer pace by as many 
as IS homers on May 27 and 
broke his own major league 
record with 23 homers through 
the end of May. He faltered in 
June, but still led the great 
Yankees slugger’s pace 29-27 on 
June 22. 

But Griffey has only one homer 
since then. He hit No. 30 on July 
5 to snap a 10-game homcricss 
streak, and it remains .his only 
'homer in'23'gamcs hcading'into 
Wednesday night’s game at 
Cleveland. 

The elusive No. 31 — the 
halfway mark to eclipsing Maris 
— has not come. 

“As long as we keep winning, I 
don't have to hit another home 
run the rest of the year,” Griffey 
said after going O-for-4 in the 
Mariners’ S-2 loss to Cleveland 
on Tuesday night. 

Griffey, Oakland's Mark 
McGwire and New York’s Tino 
Martinez all arrived at the All- 
Star break on a pace to challenge 
Maris. AH three still trail, with 
Griffey fading the most. 

Maris hit his 36th homer on 
July 21 in that magical season of 
1961. McGwire has 34 and 
Martinez 33. 

Aside from monumental abili- 
ty it takes to hit G1 homers in a 
season, perhaps Uie hardest part 


of diasing Maris is the pressure. 

It appears to be getting to "The 
Kid." 

The expressive, fun-loving 
poster boy for what’s good about 
baseball, Griffey angrily deflect- 
ed questions about his slump 
Tuesday night. Glaring impa- 
tiently and noisily shuffling 
items in his shaving kit, Griffey 
assailed reporters who asked 
about it, then turned his attack 
on Mariners general manager 
Woody Woodward. 

AL West-leading Seattle 
played an exhibition game 
Monday night against the

GLENNS FERRY - The slow- 
flowing Snake twisted through 
canyon walls and around eroded 
Lsiands and sand bars as 18 stvim- 
mers made their way from King 
Hill CO Tliree Island State Pork in 
Glenns Ferry earlier this week.

The Idaho Commission of the Arts 
announced Wednesday it would give 
$910 to the Gooding S^ool Distrin to 
bring Colorado storyteller Pat Mendoza 
to Gooding Elementary School.

Magic and Wood River valley arts 
groups, school districts and the College 
of Southern Idoho received a total of 


$30,994. 

The Ezra Pound Association of 
Hailey will get $1,000 to bring beat 
poet Latvrcncc Ferlingetti in for a read- 
ing. The foundation that runs Glenns 
Ferry’s Opera Theater will receive 
$5,050 to remove the old re.stroom in 
the 77-year-old building. And the Magic 
Valley Arts Council will get $1,400 to 
help pay for its annual summertime 
Hispanic Heritage Fc.stival, 

“The arcs arc doing very well in 
Idaho," said Fat Harder of Twin Falls, a

TTVIN FALLS - Uncontrolled noxious 
weeds arc a problem in a number of 
places around Twin Falls County. 

But the biggest problem is the county 
weed bureau’s budget, noxious weed 
advisory board member Bob Adams said. 

Adams and other board members 
toured sites around the county 
Wednesday. 

Budget cuts last year nearly shut down 
the weed department. But state law 
requires counties to control noxious 
weeds. More money would make the 
bureau better able to control weeds, 
Adams said. 

Otlierwisc, a spot that may once have 
been a pleasant walk could turn into a 
thistle-choked weed patch, he said. 

Weed crews face other problems. In 
one subdivision southwest of Twin Falls, 
160 acres had been split into seven 20- 
aae plots and two 10-acre lots. But water 
rights were not sold with the land. 

Some of the lots have become weed 
patches, infested in particular with 
Russian knapweed. If livestock cat tlic 
weed in sufficient amounts, it can kill 
them. 

Some property otvners have sprayed 
the weed and kept it under control But 
others have let it take over. Spraying 
knapweed costs about $55 per acre, 
Weed Superintendent Sheila Huizar said. 

Hay or pasture on the land would help 
reduce problem weeds, she said. But 
without water, there’s little the landown- 
ers can do. Huizar urged the advisory 
board write a letter to tlie county plan- 
ning and zoning commissioners opposing 
the split of rui^ land into subdivisions 
ivithout water rights. 

Another problem area is near Rock 
Creek south of Kimberly. Huizar said she 
has iiad problems getting a londcnvncr to 
cooperate, and a spraying crew was 
a^cd to leave die property. 

But landowner Ken Mulberry of 
Kimberly said Huizar was spraying areas 
already sprayed, and ignoring weed 
patches in nearby fields. 

Mulberry agreed noxious weeds are a 
problem, but he disagrees ivitli Huizaris 
methods. 

“We’re going to have weeds if we're 
going to have wedands and vnldlands,” 
Mul^rrysaid. 

And spraying herbicides along Rock 
Creek may be dangerous, he said. The 
chemicals kill not only the noxious 
weeds, but other broadlcaf plants.

Expert tries to ease lawmakers’ worry 
over chartered schools experiment 


BOISE (AP) — An expert is try- 
ing to cose tire concerns of some 
state lawmakers over authorizing 
chancred public scliools in Idaho 
that advocates claim can dramati- 
cally improve overall educational 
quality. 

“I think it is possible to do dils 
, badly,” Joe Nathan told the spe- 
cial legislative committee assess- 
ing tile ^aner concepL "My roc- 
ommendacion is to start modest- 
ly." 

“The charter is a contract," 
Nathan, said. “If over a period of 
three to five years, the school 
docs not show improvement, it 
ought to be closed." 

Nathan, the Minnesota author 
of “Chortcr Schools," told the 
panel that the key to creating an 
atmosphere conducive to success 
is requiring charter schools to 
accept any student without 
regard to specific academic stan- 
dards and that advocates of char- 
ters have options for approval 
beyond the local school booni. 


With most charter proposals 
coming from parents and teach- 
ers, he said supervisory agencies 
need to provide assistance on the 
business end of education to 
as.sure financial stability for any 
charters, and he suggested that 
public support — probably the 
statewide average amount spent 
per student — follow students 
attending charter public schools. 

“We're talking about a license 
to dream," Nathan said. “It lets 
teachers and parents create new 
Idnds of pubhe scliools that would 
not t>c allowed to have admission 
tests and allow families to have 
choice. 

“Wc know that rich families 
have lots of choices," he said. 
“Lower and middle income fami- 
lies have few." 

Twenty-nine states arc current- 
ly operating some 500 charter 
spools in what Nathan said is a 
trend that is spilling over into 
public education in general. In his 
own state, Nadian said, charter 


public schools and the innovative 
educational approaches they 
offer have higher percentages of 
students from poor and minority 
families titan the average tradi- 
tional school. 

Pressure to retain students — 
and the cash that accompanies 
them — has an impaa on the way 
all schools operate, he main- 
tained. 

“Competition is not the solu- 
tion to all the problems of the 
world,” he said. “But it docs 
change the way people think." 

The House and &natc educa- 
tion committees has bcen'stiug- 
gling with the issue of charter 
schools for several years, but 
House Education Chahman Fred 
Tilmon, R-Boisc, believes chances 
ore improved tl^ time around. 

The special committee intends 
to bc^ drafting proposed Icgtsla- 
don this week, and he secs about 
a dozen issues like teacher negod- 
ations and handling other policies 
os deciding factors.

Spokane jury convicts Idaho men 
of bombings and bank robberies 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — 
Three Idaho men were convicted 
Wednesday of bombings and 
bank robberies here last year 
that federal prosecutors called 
domestic terrorism. 

A U.S. District Court jury 
deliberated less than eight 
hours, convicting the men of 
ci^t felony counts after a four- 
week trial. 

• Verne Jay Merrell, 51, Charles 
Barbee, 45, and Robert S. Bcny, 
43, all of Sandpoint, Idaho, face 
mandatory life terms. U.S. 
District Judge From Nielsen set 
sentencing for Oct 6. 

The defendants showed no 
emotion, looking at the jury as 
the verdicts were read. They 
refused to rise when jurors left 
the courtroom. 

Members of the jury, escorted 
from the building one by one, 
refused to talk to reporters. 

“It's all over, it's really all 
over," said a teller at the U.S. 
Bank branch in thcSpokanc 
Valley that was bombed once 
and robbed twice. She did not 
want to give her name. 

*Tm ^ad it came out the way 
it did," said U.S. Attorney James 
Connelly. He declined further 
comment, noting the upcoming 
trial of the defendants’ alleged 
accomplice, Brian Ratigan. 

Defense attorneys said they 
plan to appeal 

“There was not one single 
piece of evidence that was most 
convincing," said Barbee attor- 
ney Roger Peven said. “But 
majrtic the totality were." 

“Clearly, we looked at it more 
closely th^ the jury did," said a 
dejeaed John Rodgers, who rep- 
resented Berry. ‘1 don’t know 
what else to say." 

Mcrrcli’s attorney, Frank 
Conklin, said ho assumes his 
client will want to appeal but 
noted MerreU is “not the easiest 
person in the world to talk to. 

"He’s very opinionated,” 
Conklin said. 

It was the second time die men 
were tried on the bombing and 
armed bank robbery counts. A 
first trial ended in a mistrial on 
those counts April 2 because 
jurors could not reach agrcc- 
mcm. 

Federal prosecutors contended 
the defendants were the three 
masked men in military-style 
camouflage who detonated a 
pipe bomb outside The Spokes- 


man-Review newspaper office 
moments before the U.S. Bank 
branch was robbed and bombed 
April 1, 1996. 

On July 12, 1996, a Planned 
Parenthood office was bombed 
shortly before the bank branch 
was robbed a second dmc.

No one was injured in cither 
attack. About 5108,000 was 
taken in the robberies and never 
recovered.

“ambassadors of Yahwch," a 
form of the Hebrew name for 
God in the Old Testament, and 
believe northern Europeans arc 
the tnic Israelites.

“There were things they said 
that would have been better not 
said,” Conklin said.

The fourth defendant in the 
case — Ratigan, 38, also of 
Sandpoint — is scheduled to go 
to trial in September. Ratigan,

charged with conspiracy and with 
participating in the July 1996 
bombing and bank robbciy.

Wilderness Society calls for halt 
on logging, roads in wild Idaho 


BOISE (AP) — On the 17th 
anniversary of the creation of the 
Frank Church-River of No Return 
Wildcmes-s, a conservation group 
warned that Idalto is rapidly los- 
ing its other roadless areas. 

The decision by Congress to 
designate the Frank Church 
established the largest wilder- 
ness area outside Alaska, about 
2.3 million acres. About 8 million 
acres of roa<l!e.ss land remain in 
Idaho. 

“Tragically, in the years since, 
no additional land has been saved 
and permanently put aside for 
the benefit of future generations 
of Americans, and many formerly 
unspoiled and untouched road- 
less areas have been destroyed, 
by logging and the road-building 
and associated development 
Forest Service bureaucrats have 
allowed and indeed promoted,” 
said William Meadows, president 
of The Wilderness Society, on 
Wednesday. 

The group called for immedi- 
ate and fundamental changes in 
roadless-area management. The 
Clinton administration should 
declare a moratorium on logging t 
and Congress hull funds for all 
new access roads — althougli a 
road embargo died in the U.S. 
Hou.se this month. 

llie society recommended Con- 
gress and die president sign Idaho 
wilderness legislation, although 
an earlier bipartisan attempt by 
then-Gov. Cecil Andrus and for- 
mer Republican Sen. James 
McClure failed to do so. 

The group announced “Tim- 


ber’s Terrible 10,” areas in Idaho 
whi^ must be protected: 

• North Lochsa Slope in the 
Clearwater National Forest. 
About 1,700 acres up for logging, 
including the views of tlie longest 
remaining section of the Lewis- 
Ciark Trail. 

• White Sand on the Clear- 
water, the largest and most 
important salmon and steelhead 
fishery in the area, .with 3,500 
acres proposed for develop- 
ment, 

• Weir-Post Office on Clear- 
water, 5.5 million board feet of 
timber targeted in locale that 
includes the Wild and Scenic 
River-designated Lochsa, as well 
as Lolo Trail, a key pathway used 
by the Nez Perce Tribe in the last 
century. 

• Deadwood on the Boise 
National Forest proposed for 
development of 21,000 aaes svith 
11 miles of road and harvesting 
13,000 acres of old-growlli forest. 

• Rainbow in Boise Forest, 
where three miles of road and 5 
million board feet of timber cut- 
ting arc anticipated. 

• Rapid River on the Payette 
National Forest where dcarcut 
logpng is proposed for two sites, 
while the stream is designated a 
Wild and Scenic River. 

• French Creck-Patrick Butte 
on Payette Forest where six 
miles of road would be built and 
15 million board feet taken. 
Rugged with steep river break- 
lands and 50 lakes. 

• Scccsh on Payette Forest. 
Three million board feet would 


be logged along South Fork of 
the Salmon River, once the most 
productive summer chinook 
fishery in the Columbia River 
Basin. 

• Centennial Range on the 
Targhce Forest, where logging is 
proposed to fill 41 percent of the 
entire forest quota. Important 
migration corridor for grizzlies 
and wolves. 

• Packsaddlc on the Pan- 
handle National Forest, with 
about 1,100 acres considered for 
logging, harming the view from 
Lake Pend Oreille. 

The areas are in different 
stages of the federal process, 
from signed decision notices to 
proposals for public comment, 
said Craig Gehrke, the society’s 
Idaho regional director.

Parents reunite with daughter 
who disappeared in 1985 


SITKA, Alaska (AP) — In her 
first life, Jody Roberts might 
have been among the ranks of 
reporters who wait outside the 
mobile home where site is getting 
reacquainted with her parents. 

But she lost that life somehow 
12 years ago, when she ^vas a 27- 
year-old reporter for The News 
Tribune of Tacoma, Wash., and 
failed to show up for an interview 
in May 1985. 

Family and friends heard noth- 
ing and had begun to fear the 
worst when a former Alaska co- 
worker recognized her from 
media reports on the unsolved 
missing-persons case. Authorities 
found Roberts here last week, 
forging ahead with the new life 


she created as Jane Dec when 
.she turned up in the Denver area 
a few days after her disappear- 
ance wth no recollection of her 
past. 

In her nc\v life, Dee-Roberts is 
trying to ignore the reporters and 
camera crews that mill outside 
her home. 

It’s not easy. 

“I hope she doesn't regret the 
faa that she was found,” her sis- 
ter, Anne Coming of Beaverton, 
Ore., told Dee-Roberts’ long-ago 
employer, The News Tribune. 

But the reunion is “wonderful, 
it’s joyful," their mother, 
Marilyn Roberts of Lake 
Oswego, Ore., said Wednesday. 
She and their father, Jim 


Roberts, arrived here Tuesday; 

Mrs. Roberts made her com- 
ments after opening the trailer • 
door a crack. She promised to 
talk with newspaper reporters oh 
Friday, after two television inter- 
views Thur^ay. •'[ 

(Toral Clark, a neighbor inter- 
viewed on the trailer’s front 
porch, said she didn’t think Dee- 
Roberts will talk to reporters. 

“She’s not going to, ever,” Clailc 
said Wednesday. “She doesn’t 
want to. It’s a personal thing. She’s 
a very private pemon.” 
Dee-Roberts’ parents put off 
for a week the reunion they’d 
longed for. They waited until 
Tuesday to fly north, hoping the

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Doctors employ video to consult experts 


SEATTLE (AP) — For more than two years, 
; doctors in six rurd areas of the Northwest and 
I Alaska have been using high-tech computers 
^lor video consultations with health-care 
[tntjviders here. 

C Now supporters of these video conferences 
pushing the boundaries of “telemedicine" 
i.beyond those six areas to five more. 

Funded by a S2 million grant from the 
-7(300001 Institutes of Health, the projea so 
Ifar has made long-distance video consultations 
'possible in Petersburg, Alaska; Colville and 
;Pomeroy, Wash.; Ronan, Mont.; Driggs, Idaho; 
;^d Thermopolis, Wyo. 

; Doctors there can confer with the 
[University of Washington, Harborview 
1 Medical C^tcr, and Children’s Hospital and 
I Medical Center in Seattle. 

> Soon the research projea will be ei^anded 
to include three larger rural sites in 
Washington, said Dr. Peter ’Torczy-Hqmoch, 
the projea’s clinical dircaor. 

'••Two additional sites, in Factoria and 
'Woodinvillc, Wash., will assess the need for 
teleconferencing in urban areas, he sold. 

Initially, UW physicians and rural doctors 
focused solely on whether they could condun 
medical consultations using computers, 
l^orczy-Homoch said. 

But doctors arc now looking into whether 
they can exchange information on the 
Internet. They also want to know whether it is 
beneficial to store the latest medical knowl- 
edge in one place, and whether doctors can 
securely transmit patient records by e-mail, 
Tprczy-Hornoch said.

Other unresolved questions include payment 
for such consultations and liability issues 
raised when physicians consult across state 
line?. 


Then there are the broader questions. 

“Docs telemedicine improve the quality of 
health care delivered to rural areas?” Tarezy- 
Hornoch said. “Does it reduce the cost of that 
care? Docs it improve access for patients of 
sub-speciality care?" 

The study has found the most cost-effective 
use of this high-tccli gear is in offering special- 
ized services that are unavailable in rural 
areas, he said. 

One of the biggest problems is the equip- 
ment itself. 

It is new, cumbersome and requires special 
training for doctors who use it. And the high- 
speed phone lines required for video confer- 
encing arc expensive — up to S3, 000 a month 
in Alaska. 

But there ore benefits. 

Dr. Mark Tuccillo, who sees patients in 
Petersburg, Alaska, said he consults with spc> 
dalists in Seattle about nvicc a week. While 
some patients do not like to discuss their med- 
ical history with someone on a video screen, 
Tucdllo said, most enjoy it. 

“They think it’s really Star-Trekky," he said. 

Tucdllo said he hopes his small dinic will 
become an Internet referral hub for even 
more remote physicians, But he also fears 
using teleconferences too often if they become 
too cosy, ho said. 

“It's a double-edged sword," Tuccillo said. 
“If this is taken to the Nth degree, I'd be con- 
suiting with specialists ... for everything. It 
would take away from my autonomy of being 
in a remote area." 


Panel to hear virtues, evils

Governor's Gaming Study 
Committee is in eastern Idaho this 
week to hear testimony about the 
problems gambling causes some 
people, and the good it is doing 
the Shoshone-Bannock tribc.s. 

But when the 13-membcr panel 
visits the tribes' gaming opera- 
tion on the Fort Hall Indian 
Reservation today, it will not be 
touring the casino. Instead, Sho- 
Ban leaders will .show committee 
members the jail and law 
enforcement facilities. 

The Fort Hall gambling opera- 
tion provides 105 jobs svith an 


annual payroll of more than $1 
million. And tribal member 
Delbert Farmer said gaming rev- 
enue iielps' the tribes pay for such 
services as jails, computers for 
the new school and community 
recreation programs. 

But at hearings in Idaho Falls, 
a representative of Gamblers 
Anonymous planned to present 
the down side of gambling: addic- 
tion, poverty and more people oi. 
svelfare. 

Committee members heard 
similar arguments during three 
earlier hearings in northern 
Idaho.

FRANKFURT AN DER 
ODER, Germany (AP) — The 
dike ;dong the rain-sivollun Oder 
River hurst Wednesday despite 
reinforcement by a million -soggy 
.sandbags, sending muddy water 
rushing into lowland villages. 

Authorities evacuated about 
300 residents after the dike 
broke and ordered another 2,300 
to leave their homes as the surg- 
ing waters spread. No injuries 
were reported. 

Easing the overall pressure 
downstream a bit. Brandenburg 
state .authorities decided not to 
try to plug the SOO-foot gap creat- 
ed by the break, just south of 
Frankfurt an der Oder in eastern 
Germany. 

Brandenburg state premier 
Manfred Stoipe called it a “flood 
disaster of unprecedented pro- 
portions” and said it would still 
require enormous effort by thou- 
sands of soldiers, homeowners 
and volunteers figlifing the rag- 
ing Oder. 

In Bonn, Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl’s government pledged more 
than SllO million in low-interest 
loans and emergency aid for 
flood victims. 

The army, which has been 
dropping sandbags and cement 
blocks by helicopter to holster 
strained dikes, said it would send 
in another 1,000 soldiers, bring- 
ing the total on flood duty to 
about 7,000. The Red Cross 
appealed for donations. 

Weeks of rain have raised the 
Oder to record levels, but the 
100-miIc dike on the German 
side had withstood tlic huge 
.strains except for some leak.s. 

police initially said the dike 
burst nt two points, but emer- 
gency management officials 
later said there was only one 
break. 


“It is almost a miracle that dip 
dike hasn’t burst in more 
places," said Matthias PInizck, 
state environment minister. 

Many people were refusing to 
leave their homes, apparently 
because they feared looting or 
that authorities migtit intention- 
ally flood their areas id reduce 
pressure on die dike. 

The flooding h.'is left about 100 
people missing or dead in ncigli- 
boring Poland and the Czech 
Republic, and devastated parts 


of those two natioas. No dcatlis 
have been reported in Germany, 
where authorities had more lime 
to prepare. 

The water was still rising 
Wednesday even though the 
skies remained clear for a second 
day. More rain was forecast for 
later in the week. 

At Frankfurt an dcr Otfer on 
Wednesday, the river rose nearly 
1 inch above a 1930 record of 20 
feet. 11 inches. 

Downstream, in an area known 


as Odcrbnich. about 19,000 resi- 
dents were threatened with evac- 
uation. Residents in several vil- 
lages upstream were also prepar- 
ing to leave their homes. 

The damage in the Czech 
Republic from massive flooding 
over the past two weeks has been 
estimated so far at about $1.8 
million, but could go mucb high- 
er because some of the worst-hit 
regions in the cast remain under 
water and impossible to exam- 
ine. 


Fire in Paris damages ; 
museum complex 


PARIS (AP) — Fire swept 
dirough a palace across the Seine 
River from the Eiffel Tower 
Wednesday, damaging two mase- 
urns inside and injuring two fire- 
fighters. 

The fire at the ornate Chaillot 
Palace, made up of curving twin 
pavilions of white stone, broke 
out late Tuesday and burned for 
three hours before being cxiin- 
guLsbed early Wednesday. 

Tlie roof was heavily damaged. 
There also was damage — raosdy 
caused by water — to the 
Museum of Cinema and the 
Museum of Monuments. 

Museum of Monuments direc- 
tor Guy Cogeval estimated the 
cost of repairs to that mu-scum at 
$7 million to S8 million. Water 
damaged some religious sculp- 
tures; many Roman and Gothic 
works dating from the 10th- to 
the IGth century escaped harm. 

“I .saw the fire just run acro.s.s 
the roof," Cogeval said. "We 
Thought we had significant dam- 
age, but the structure held up," 

Firefighters’ hoses flooded 
parts of the Museum of Cinema. 
But Culture Minister Catherine 
Traiitmann .said firefiglitcrs had 
safely removed film reels, some 
of which date to the turn of the 
century. 

More than 200 firefighters 
fought the blaze, wliich burned nt 
least 4,800 square yards of muse- 
um space. One firefighter was 
slightly burned and another suf- 
fered smoke inhalation. 

A chemical explosion at the 



palace, built in 1937, was consid-. 
cred the most likely cause of the 
blaze, though firefighters still 
were investigating. 

Emergency workers arriving: 
on the scene said they heard two 
explosions believed to have 
come from acetylene gas bottles 
left by workers repairing the 
roof.

Britain had threatened to impose restrictions on beef imports 
frum other EU natioas if they did not agree to the restrictions. 

Saudi Arabia bans veils that reveal face 

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia — Saudi Arabia lias banned the import 
and production of veils that fail to cover all of a woman’s face, a 
newspaper reponed Wednesday. 

Women in Saudi Arabia — one of the most conservative Islamic 
nations — gcncnilly don’t appear in public without a black cloak 
and a head scarf, but until now they were allowed in show their 
faces.

Northern Ireland parties reject compromise 

BELFAST, Nortiiem Ireland — Pro-British FrotcsianC panics 
voted down a compromise on the thorny issue of disarming the 
Irish Rcpublic.an Army Wednesday, leaving a big hurdle in the 
p.ith of peace talks. 

The Ulster Unionists, Democratic Unionists and United 
Kingdom Unionists all rejected disarmament plans drafted by the 
British and Irish governments. 

In London, British Prime Minister Tony Blair said his govern- 
ment would continue trying to find a way tlirough the impasse, so 
that the IRA-allied Sinn Fein party would be able to join nine 
other parties when negotiations resume in September. 

Swiss banks find more Holocaust money 

ZURICH, Switzerland — Swiss banks took the unprecedented 
step Wednesday of publishing names of World War U-cra deposi- 
tors, and said tJicy have found $15 million ijiorc that may have 
belonged to Holocaust victims. 

Tlio advertisements — full pages of names and hometowns in 
tiny type — appeared in major newspapers from New York to 
London to Moscow, waiving the traditional seaccy of Swiss bank- 
ing rules. 

The list of dormant account holders Is posted on the Internet at 
www.dormantaccounis.cli 

Some Jewish organizations say up to $7 billion in assets and 
accrued interest belong to heirs of Holocaust victims who’d 
deposited money in Swiss accounts, and they have been pressing 
for its return. 

The newly found funds would raise to about $43 million the 
amount bathers estimate is in accounts whose owners have not 
been in contact wiUi liie banks since 1985. 

Life sentence for Taiwanese hijacker 

TAIPEI, Taiwan — A court handed out Taiwan’s toughest

Predator attack 

Various factors trigger more human-animal conflicts

DENVER — Moses Street, a 
photographer from Estes Park, 
Colo., was jogging near dusk on a 
popular trail in Rocky Mountain 
Nationid Park in the fall of 1955 
when, by chance or instinct, he 
glanced over his shoulder and 
felt a stab of primal fear few 
humans ever experience. A 
cougar was directly behind him, 
on its hind legs, in tltc final stage 
of attack. 

Waving his arms and yelling, 
Street managed to get the cougar 
to back off. He fended off a sec* 
ond approach with o large tree 
branch. He climbed atop the 
ruins of an old cabin and warded 
tliu lion off a third time by again 
swinpng the branch. Street then 
scurried up a tree and hunkered 
down for 


frigid over* 
night, 
dressed only 
In a T*shirt 
and running 
short.s. In the 
dead of night, 
the mountain 
lion began 
climbing the 
tree. 

“I could 

ju.st hear him,” Street said. "If 
you’ve ever heard a squirrel 
scramble up a tree, magnify that. 
He'd put a claw in and there 
would be a crunch." Swinging 
blindly with his branch, Street hit 
the lion and it retreated. Park 
rangers, called by Street’s girl* 
friend when he failed to ictum 
from his jog, came to his rescue 
about 2 a.m. 

Street’s encounter is part of a 
growing phenomenon, involving 
not just mountain lions along the 
front range of the Rocky 
Mountains, but other large preda* 
tors such as bears, alligators and 
wolves in numerous areas 
ihrougiiout the nation. With hunb- 
ing on the decline and pr«y 
species such as deer on the 
increase, with the success of 
wildlife conservation programs, 
and with more people moving 
into once-remote areas, humans 
and large, potentially dangerous, 
predators are seeing a lot more of 
each other. 

Sometimes there are frighten* 
ing and costly results: 

• In Florida, alligator attacks 
on humans arc becoming more 
common, as ilic once-endangered 
reptile has bounced back from 
near extinction, and the state’s 
burgeoning human population 
encroaches on its habitat. 
Although there have been only 
ciglit fatal attacks in the last haU 
century, three of them have come 
in the last four years, including 
the death in March of 2-year*old 
Adam Binford, who was snatched 
by an ll*foot alligator while evad- 
ing in the shallow waters of a 
placid lake to pick a ^vatc^ lily for 
his motltcr. 

• Fatal attacks by cougars arc 
also on the increase. A study by 
Northern Arizona University 
wildlife ecologist Paul Bcicr 
found that there were more fatal 
attacks (five in all) by cougars on 
humans from 1970 to 1990 than 
there were in the previous 80 
years. And that study was com- 
pleted before a fatal attack in 
1991 on a Colorado jogger and 
two more fatal attacks in 
California in 1994. 

• Wolf conservation efforts in 
the upper Midwest have been so 
successful that an animal once 
hounded to near extinction by 
government bounty programs is 
now taking up residence closo to 
major metropolitan areas, with 
an accompanying toll on doaics> 
tic pets and Uvcstock. Aided by 
government restoration pro- 
grams, wolves are also beginning 
to thrive again in the northern 
Rockies and arc occasionally 
preying on cattle and sheep. 

"Critters are allowing up where 
(hey didn’t used to show up,” said 
Bill Berg, a tvildlife biologist with 
the Minnesota Department of 
Natural Resources. “And it’s 
because they’re adapting more 
and more — to people, to high- 
ways, to new ways of life.” 

People, however, are not , 
always adapting so readily to 
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aimed shot ricocheted into his 
leg.

New residents who 
move to Florida are unfamiliar 
with alligators, so they buv a 
house in a subdivision with a 
retention pond. An alligator 
moves in, the residents name him 
old Joe and toss him chicken 
pans because it's fun to watch 
him cat. So a 12-foot alligator 
with a brain the size of a thumb 
starts associating people with 
food. Pretty soon it's going to eat 
a dog or attack a child” 

Wolves don’t often attack 
humans, but in the northern 
Rocky Mountain states of 
Montana, Wyoming and Idaho, 
sheep and cattle ore once again 
being preyed upon, as natural 
migrations from Canada and gov- 
ernment-sponsored reimroduc- 
tion programs return wolves to 
areas they have not inhabited for 
decades. 

For most of this century, the 
federal government did every- 
thing it could to eradicate wolves: 
Thousands were poisoned, shot 
and trapped until the spedes was 
extirpated from the West. Now 
the government has reversed 
course. It has reintroduced red 
.wolves into the Southeast, gray 
wolf packs into central Idaho and 
Yellowstone National Park and 
as early as next year will put 
another sub-species, Mexican 
wolves, into the Southwest. 

The very success of wolf con- 
servation programs is now pre- 
senting wildlife managers with a 
new dilemma that 
is likely to grow

Fish hooks adept at catching, 
injuring unsuspecting anglers

The bear was destroyed by sher- 
iffs deputies shortly after emerg- 
ing from one home with a tortilla 
dangling from its mouth. 

In the Southwest, coyote 
attacks on humans are occurring 
more frequently as the coyote 
population grows and communi- 
ties expand into the desert. In 
April the Arizona Game and Fish 
Department shot two coyotes 
after two boys were bitten in 
Scottsdale, and in February a 4- 
year-old girl sustained more than 
30 cuts and puncture wounds 
from a coyote attack in South 
Lake Tahoe. 

In Florida, where 1,000 people 
a day move into the state, offi- 
cials are struggling with demands 
for immediate action as people 
and alligators compete for shrink- 
ing wetland habitac Wildlife offi- 
cials estimate the state is now 
home to about a million adult alli- 
gators, othibucc to the success of 
the federal Endangered Spedes 
Act and state-sponsored conser- 
vation programs. 

More gotors and more people 
have meant more conflict. 
Alligators ore attacking people 
about 18 times a ycor in the 
1990s, double the rate of the pre-

THREE RIVERS, Texas — In a 
desperate last flop for freedom, 
the white bass turned the tables 
on fishing guide Jerry Dunn. 
Being hooked to o battling gome 
fish is great fun only while the 
fish FCmaiiu in the water. 

In this case, the fish was 
attached to the Rat-L-Trop's front 
set of treble hooks, and Dunn’s 
thumb was attached to the back 
set of hooks. - 

I couldn’t help but recycle a 
tired pun I'd already used on 
Dunn’s name: Stick a fork in him, 
he’s Dunn. The fish had stuck a 
hook in the fishing guide. He was 
tender, but he wasn't quite done. 

you fish often enough, you’ll 
wind up in the same painful 
prcdicamcnL There arc any num- 
ber of ways to bury a hook in 
human flesh, including accidental 
self-inflicted fonns. 

Nine times out of 10, fish hook 
injuries boil down to revenge of 
the fish. In Dunn’s defense, the 
veteran guide had removed his 
eyeglasses during a brief rain 
squall that triggered a feeding 
fren^ from surfacing white bass. 

When he hauled the fish 
aboard, Dunn’s vision wasn’t as 
sharp as the hook dial wound up 
in his thumb. That's the predse 
moment when fishermen get a 
dose of sporting religion. 

Why, oh why, wasn’t I fishing 
with barblcss hooks? The answer, 
of course, is that a barbed hook is 
much more difficult for a hooked 
fish to throw. The barb also keeps 
a hook from being easily removed 
from human flesh. 

Dunn was not as lucky os our 
fishing companion, Mike Leggett 
of Austin. Just a few weeks earli- 
er, rd been fishing with Leggett 
when he swung a four-pound boss 
aboard the boat deck with him. 

The fish flopped, as boss arc 
prone to do. and rammed a big 
hook into Leggett's calf, then 
flopped again and jerked the 
point and the hook oarb all the 
way throu^ the muscle. 

In such situations, Job One is to 
quickly get control of the fish and 
disconnect It from the hook. If 
you’re one of those people who 
beUeve fish feel pain in the some 
sense that wc do, you’ve never 
been hooked to a fi^ 

While the fish continues to flop 
despite a mouthful of hooks, the 


fisherman hooked. to the fish tries 
to remain os still as possible. 

Leggett was lucky because I istis 
able to use the wire-cutting func- 
tion of my ever-present multi-tool 
to dip the errant hook right off 
the lure. It was simple then to run 
the hook through the hole it had 
already made in liis leg. 

Dunn was less fortunate. His 
hook was buried to the bend in 
his thumb. Furthermore, the 
small treble hook was not the 
kind that can easily be backed 
out of the flesh. 

The best hook removal tech- 
nique with a single hook is to 
place several wraps of strong 
monofilament line around the 
bend of the hook. Press the eye of 
the hook down against the skin 
and make a quick, firm pull on 
the line to extract it. 

Holding the hook eye against the 
skin produces the optimum angle 
for extracting a barbed hook witli 
the least possible tissue damage. 

In Dunn’s case, Leggett used 
pliers to jerk the hook free. 
Judging from Dunn’s reaction, the 
surgery — though successful — 
ivas not ivithout pain. 

It helps to have a first-aid kit 
handy and apply antiseptic to 
the wound. It's also a good idea 
to have your tetanus shot updat- 
ed, if you haven't had one in a 
while. 

In the case of a particubrly bad 
hook accident or a hook near on 
eye or some otlier extremely sen- 
sitive portion of your anatomy, 
abort the fishing trip and head for 
the emergency room. 

Above all, ^ careful when you 
handle a fish with a mouthful of 
treble hooks. Most of the problems 


occur when the fisli mokes a des- 
perate lunge and you don’t have as 
good a grip as you thought. 

The bitter irony with Dunn’s 
fish, and most others these days, 
is iliat the fishermen are just try- 
ing to unhook the fish as quickly 
as possible and return it to the 
water.

sergeants, Marine Corps veterws and experienced 
mountain bikers and hunters.

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (Al») - 
A flnck of seven whooping crane 
chicks has received special desig- 
nation from the federal govern- 
ment to fly 750 miles south 
through the Rocky Mountains 
this fall. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service approval published 
Monday in the Federal Register 
clears the latest hurdle (or the 
majestic birds, whose numbers 
have dwindled to about 230 still 
living in the wild. 

Wild whooping cranes are gen- 
erally designated as endan- 
gered, which means humans 
mtist leave them and their habi- 
tat alone. 

But as of Monday, seven 
chicks in Grace, Idaho, arc con- 
sidered “experimental, 
nonessential" so they can be 
raised by rancher Kent Clegg, 
who has convinced the birds he 
is their mother. 

“Tlicy’rc pretty much imprint- 
ed on me,” he said Monday by 
telephone. "They’re following 
mo around really well.” 

Tiiat lionding will he essential 
to the birds’ survival this 
October when Clegg flics his 
ultralight airplane and leads 
them on their first migratory 
journey south to the Bost)uc del 


Apache National Wildlife 
Refuge. 

The refuge sits on the Rio 
Grande 80 miles south of 
Albuquerque. 

For the past two years, Clegg 
similarly bonded with sandhill 
crane chicks, then taught them 
to migrate to New Mexico. He 
conducted the successful test 
runs with sandhill cranes 
because they arc not endan- 
gered. 

The whooping crane chicks 
were hatched in May at the 
Batuxent Wildlife Center in 
Maryland and flown to Clegg’s 
Idaho ranch in a Lear jet. 

Clegg also is hand-raising nine 
sandhill cranes, which he hopes 
will mingle with the whooping 
cranes and help them fit in when 
they arrive in New Mc.xico. 

Each winter, the Bosque del 
Apache bird population reaches 
about 150,000, including nearly 
20,000 sandhills, 75,000 ducks 
and 50,000 geese, plus a few 
thousand of other spccie.s, refuge 
officials have said. 

Fish and Wildlife Service 
spokesman Tom Bauer in 
Albuquerque said in earlier 
experiments m between 197G 
and 1988, whooping crane eggs 
were placed in sandhill crane

nests, 

Sandhill "foster parents’’ 
raised the whooping crane chicks 
and tauglit them how to survive, 
migrate and where to winter. 

Unfortunately, Bauer said, the 
whooping cranes ‘ became 
imprinted on their sandhill 
crane foster parents and did not 
pair or breed with their own 
species," 

Only three whooping cranes 
from that experiment still sur- 
vive. Another 1G5 whooping 
cranes migrate between the 
Northwest Territories of Canada 
and the Texas Gulf cnast. And an 
experimental, nonmigraiory 
flock in central Florida now con- 
tains 64 birds. 

/Vnothcr 129 whooping cranes 
live in captivity, Bauer said. 

If Clegg can help his chicks 
learn to migrate, they may sur- 
vive and breed, helping the 
species survive. 

The Whooping Crane Project, 
which \vill cost about SIOO.OOO in 
1997, receives public funding from 
the Fish and Wildlife Service. 

It also gels private funding 
from the World Wildlife Fund of 
Canada, the Whooping Crane 
Conservation Association and 
. the Fish and Wildlife 
Foundation.

You can't tell that sitting 
on the deck.” 

Griffin paused and added: 
“Even with all the electronics, 
you don't always get it right. 
There's still an art to it. I only 
did the Ncwporl-Bermudn roco 
once, and 1 really got it wrong. I 
couldn’t figure out the Gulf 
Stream. Wc’rc doing it again 
next June, and I'm looking for- 


ward to getting it right this 
time.” 

A particularly sharp bone of

Grave concern looms 


over condors’ long-term survival 


Environmentalists debate 
success of current program

LOS ANGELES - In a caRC far from 
public view at the Los Angeles Zoo, the 
California condor species is not a pretty 
siRlit. 

Bald, wrinkled and beady-cyed, the 
bird whoso features have changed little 
since the prehistoric Pleistocene era 
resembles a turkey wearing a rumpled 
black and white trcncli coat. 

■Hie condor is best to behold from afar 
in the wild where its 10-foot wingspan 
and night speeds of up to 60 mph can be 
fully appreciated. 


After becoming nearly extinct svith the 
invasion of humans into its vast territory, 
the condor has been the focus of an 
unprecedented effort by zoos in Los 
Angeles and San Diego, a bird sannuary 
in Idaho and the federal government to 
boost its numbers. 

Now, 10 years after the 11 remaining 
California condors were first plucked 
from the wild and bred in captivity, biol- 
ogists and scientists arc labeling (heir 
rescue attempt a success. So far, the pop- 
ulation has snared to about 134, and 
more than two dozen of those birds have 
been released to the wilds of California 
and Arizona, 

Yet as biologists attempt to change the 
bird's status from endangered to threat- 
ened species over the next IS years, 
there is grave concern about the condor’s 


tong term survival, given the promi^ of 
nevr development within its habitat. 
Some demographers predict that the 
human population in what is now ranch 
land and open space throughout 
Southern and Northern California will 
rise by 480 percent over the next SO 
years. 

Biologists also arc facing criticism 
from some environmentalists who ques- 
tion whether the program causes more 
harm than good. 

Project leaders arc grappling with 
whether human intervention is altering 
the birds' natural behaviors, traditionally 
passed on from one generation to the 
next. Some recently released birds have 
died because they lacked (he instincts - 
that have helped the species to survive 
in the wild for 100,000 years. 


While most of the newly released con- 
dors raised in captivity arc faring well in 
the wild, others have "invaded camp- . 
grounds, tom apart styrofoam coolers, 
landed near mountain bikers and 
perched on power poles,” said Mike 
Wallace, curator of conservation and sci- 
ence at the Los Angeles Zoo, who oper- 
ates the condor program. 

‘They didn't have the beneSt of being 
raised by parents in the wild who could 
point put what is dangerous behavior,” 
he said. 

Besides the zoo facility, the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service oversees the $1.3 
miUion-a-year condor recovery program 
at the Son Diego Wild Animal Park and 
the Peregrine Fund World Center for 
Birds of Prey in Boise, Idaho. 

Project leaders hove big plans: By 


2015, they want to establish two wild 
habitats and one captive population, 
each with 150 birds. 

As the project enters its second 
decade, scientists and biologists arc 
attempting to broaden the scope signifi- 
cantly: Rather than focus narrowly on 
the bird, they hope to tackle numerous 
issues throughout the Western ecosys- 
tem that could ultimately help or harm 
the condor. 

For iiutancc, project leaders are coop- 
erating with efforts to reintroduce 
prong-horned antelope to the San 
Joaquin Valley and beef up cattle graz- 
ing at Bitter Creek National Wildlife 
Refuge. Officials think at as these ani- 
mals die, their carcasses could serve os a 
ready food supply for the scavenger 
bird.

Companies’ report cards provide a wealth of information, but you’ve got to Itnow how to read diem

Some investors follow the advice of 
their stockbrokers when choosing slocks, f 
Others use investing publications or 
mathematical formulas to make their 
choices. A few simply throw darts at the 
stock pages of ihcir local newspaper. 

What’s a novice investor to do? 

For starters, read the annual reiwns of 
companies in which you are considering 
investing. 

In a recent survey, the polling firm 
Yonkclovidi Partners found that eight in 
10 portfolio managers and 75 percent of 
security analysts use annual reports 
when making their decisions. Seventy 
percent of in^vidual investors who have 
portfolios of more than $5,000 read a 
company’s annual report before buying 
its stock, Yankclovich .said. ' 

Annual reports arc valuable bccau.se 
(hey tell you what a company doc.s, how 
it doc.s what it docs and how it makes 
money doing what it docs. That gives you 
a pretty good idea about whether you 
wont to invest in the company. 

But beware. An annual report is like 
an infomercial — a glo.ssy, magazino-like 
publication that shows the company in 
its most positive light. Sometimes infor- 
mation is buried in a footnote, so it’s 
important to study the fine prim as well 
as the photos of smiling employees. 

Tlic most basic mission of the annual 
report is to tell shareholders what hap- 
pened last year. “We want to provide a 
very dear understanding of the business 
and the results we had throu^iout the 
year,’’ said Rob Jewell, staff vice presi- 
dent of corporate communic.itions for 
B.F. Goodrich Co. in Richfield Ttnvnship, 
Ohio. 


Knoviring the lingo 


□ Not Sola*: Sales minus returns and dis- 
counts. Some businesses call this revenue. 
Banks, for Instance, hove two kinds of row 
onuQ Interest eomod on loans and fees 
charged for service. 

Q Not IrKomo; Not sales minus ell expens- 
es. This is (ho proverbial bottom lino, also 
called profit or oamings. If this number Is 
negative, it moans your company lost 
money. 

Q Earnings Per Share: Profit (or loss) divided 
by the number of shores of stock In circula- 
tion, called outstanding snares. The compa- 
ny is growing II this number rises each year. 
This number also helps you fgurc out tho 
value of your Invosimonl. 

Q Priee/Eemings Ratio: Stock price divided 
by yearly earnings per share. The resulting 
ratio tolls you how expensivo your Invcsl- 
mont Is relativo to its earning power. P/£ 
ratios vary across Industries. But generally, 
tho higher tho ratio, the more expensive the 
stock. 

□ Asset: Anything your company owns (hot 
has value, including equipment, property, 
Inventories, cosh and money that has not 
yet boon collected from customers, called 
accounts receivable. 

□ Liability: Any claim on tho assets of your 
company, such as a cash draw on Its bank 
credit lino, longterm debt, income taxes. 

The chairman's letter to shareholders 
is a good place to start. Tlie letter typical- 
ly is found on the first few pages of the 
report and is signed by the chairman, 
chief executive officer or president. 
“Investors should read (the letter) not

A 
higher pcrccntogo than that mcons your 
company is not earning enough to meet its 
obligations ar>d may soon lower its dividend.

Next, Bob Littman, a director of 
regional .iccoiinting firm Saltz, Shamis & 
Goldfarh, looks at the section often 
called “Management’s Discussion and 
Analysis." 

Thi.s suction explains sales, income and 
cost changes in the most recent year and 
in the two preceding years, llhs section 
also explains one-time events, such as 
the purchase or sale of a husiness or a 
clionge in accounting pniciices. 

“1 look at what management is fore- 
casting, where the'y're going in the mar- 
ket." Littman said. “Then, maybe. I’ll 
l«K)k at numbers." 

The numbers generally take three 
form.s: income statement, halance sheet 
and cash-fltnv statement.

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
rose mo^DStly Wednt^ay, lifting 
some measures to new highs, as 
Alan Greenspan again chose not 
to play spoiler to the market’s

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age rose 26.71 to 8,088.36, 
padding Tuesday’s record close. 
The blue<hip barometer started 
the day with an 81-point gain, 
breaking through the 6,100-point 
barrier for the first time, but 
quickly succumbed to a round of 
profit-taking. It briefly dipped 
into negative territory before 
turning higher again.

Generic blood thinner draws concern 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Out of 
options in Washington, a big drug . 
company has turned to state leg- 
islatures in a last-ditdt struggle to 
stall a generic version of 
Coumadin, a blood-thinning med- 
icine taken by 1.8 million people. 

At stake: a S500 million a year 
market for DuPont Merck 
Pharmaceutical Co. Tlic company 
is lobbying in at least 20 capitals 
from Sacramento to Albany for 
legislation to slow down imr^uc- 


tion of cheaper generic versions 
of its anti-dotting dru^ 

Tile company, a joint venture 
between DuPont Chemical and 
drug maker Merck, says it is wor- 
ried that substitution could 
endanger patients because the 
medication is particularly deli- 
cate — slightly too little and it is 
ineffective; slightly too much and 
it can be toxic.

Of course, if net income is neg- 
ative, your company lost money. 
The management discussion and 
following footnotes should tell 
you why. 

The balance sheet is like a 
snapshot of your company’s 
assets and liabilities. You’ll 
notice iliac the assets arc equal to 
— or balance — the liabilities 
and shareholders’ equity. 

The balance sheet makes sense 
only if you compare it with past 
years. 

For instance, one of the lines 
under assets likely is “invemoty.” 
Is inventory rising or falling? 
Slowing sales con cause a rise in 
inventory. And inventory is 
expensive. Look for an explana- 
tion in the management discus- 
sion or footnotes. 

The cash-flow statement tells 


you how your company collected 
and spent its money. If the final 
cash-iiotv figure is positive, that's 
tJie amount of cash the company 
generated last year. If it’s nega- 
tive, that's how much money tiie 
company used lost year. 

Your company hires an inde- 
pendent auditor to check the 
numbers in its annual report. The 
auditor, usually a large account- 
ing firm, tvriics on opinion about 
the numbers. If an opinion is 
“qualified” or limited, you know 
tlic auditor doesn't trust manage- 
ment’s numbers. 

Warning: The auditor docs not 
verify the accuracy of the num- 
bers, only that they were gath- 
ered in an acceptable way and 
appear to reflect accurately the 
financial condition of the compa- 
ny- 

Tlic final and most overlooked 
part of the annual report is <lic 
footnote section. This is where oil 
the dizzying figures arc tbssed 
around in dense legal language. 

What’s in a footnote? What 
your company owes to its credi- 
tors and when. What shape its 
pension plan is in. How your com- 
pany counts its inventory.

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EU agrees to $14 billion Boeing merger

WASHINGTON’ • Defusing a 
p<;icntial trans-Atlancic trade cri- 
sis. European regulators agreed 
in principle Wednesday to the 
SM billion merger of the Boeing 
Co. and McDonnell Douglas 
Con). 

The accord clears the way for 
the birth by early August of a 
global co!os.sus in commercial jet- 
liners. military aircraft and space 
priHluci.s. 

l^ist-minute concessions from 
Boeing and pressure from 
I’resideiii Clinton resolved the 
deadlock, which could have 
derailed ihe merger and sparked 
a nasty battle of trade sanctions 
between Europe and the United 
Siate.s. 

The European Commis.sion in 
Bnissels put off a .scheduled final 
vote on the merger until July 30 
to allow its legal e.vperts to' iron 
out the fine details. But, after 


months of threatening to kill the 
deal, the panel is now expected 
to give its swift endorsement. 

“There was broad agreement 
(in the commission),” the 
European Union's Competition 
Commissioner Karel Van Miert 
said in Brussels. 

Clinton, in a statement from 
the White House, said, “I am 
pleased that Boeing and the EU 
have resolved their differences. 
The Boeing-McDonncIl Douglas 
merger will promote consolida- 
tion and efficiency in the U.S. 
defense industry and preserve 
the jobs of 14,000 workers at 
Dou^as Aircraft Co.” Reviewing 
the merger under tlicir anti-trust 
laws, the Europeans had worried 
that the new Boeing would 
threaten Europe's aerospace 
industry and hold unfair advan- 
tages over its Airbus Industrie, 
whidi will be the sole remaining 
competitor for building large 
commercial jets.

Nike signs snowboarding 
deal with Utah company 


BEAVERTON, Ore. (AP) — 
Nike is entering the growing 
snowboard industry through a 
partnership with Marker 
International, the Salt Lake Gty 
snowboard and ski binding 
maker. 

Under the agreement, research 
and design teams from both com- 
panies will create new snow- 
boarding apparel, snowboards, 
boots and bindings. 

Nike will bc^ selling the new 
apparel this fall, at prices ranging 
from $175 to $400, Nike spokes- 
woman Vizhier Corpuz said. The 
snowboards will follow in late 
1999, she said. Nike, which 
already has a relotionship with 
the Canadian national snow- 
boarding team, had been looking 
for a way to get more involved in 
the snowboard category “for 
some time,” Corpuz said 


A glance at the industry’s 
growth figures shows why. 
According to Ski Industries 
America, snowboard salefe 
increased 27.6 percent between 
1994, the earliest year for which 
statistics arc available, and 1996. 

In 1998, snowboarding will 
debut as an Olympic sport at the 
Winter Games in Nagano, Japan. 

Marker’s winter sports knowl- 
edge and experience and its new 
manufacturing facility outside 
Salt Lake City made the company 
an ideal partner for Nike, Corpuz 
said Nike likely will manufacture 
the boots, and use Marker’s 
expertise in manufacturing 
boards and binding systems, she 
said.
